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THE  COMMENCEMENT  OF  1942 

There  is  always  a special  significance  at- 
tached— to  an  event  which  occurs  for  uhe  first 
..Lime,.  Whether  it  be  the  first  settlement  in 
a strange  land,  the  first  message  flashed 
around  the  world  by  radio,  or  the  first  man- 
made satellite  put  in  orbit,  it  has,  by 
reason  of  its  being  first,  an  aura  of  the 
unusual,  the  wondrous. 

The  College  of  St.  Teresa  conferred  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science 
degrees  for  the  first  time  almost  two  dec- 
ades ago  on.  "this  4th  day  of  June,  in  the 
year  of  Our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  forty- two."  The  candidates  were  few  in 
number  on  that  memorable  occasion,  only 
six  to  be  exact.  They  had,  however,  looked 
forward  to  this  day  with  joyful  anticipation. 
After  the . ground-breaking  ceremony  in  1940 
and  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  in 
February,  1941,  they  had  eagerly  watched 
the  construction  of  Donnelly  Hall.  Finally 
the  splendid  new  building  stood  ready  to 
welcome  within  its  walls  those  few  who  would 
go  forth  che  next  June  as  its  first  grad- 
uates.

At  the  commencement  exercises  the  Very  Rev- 
erend Monsignor  T.  B.  McDonald  presented 
the  candidates  for  degrees.  The  distin- 
guished Bishop  of  Kansas  City,  the  Most 
Reverend  Edwin  V.  O'Hara,  conferred  the 
degrees.  Tne  speaker  for  the  occasion  was 
Mr.  Frank  Sheed,  author,  lecturer,  and  co- 
founder of  the  Sheed  and  Ward  Publishing 
Company.  The-  theme  of  his  address  was  that 
the  college  graduate  must  not  consider  her 
education  complete  simply  because  she  had  re- 
ceived a degree.  She  should  continue  to 
broaden  her  knowledge  and  to  develop  -her 
mental  powers  by  reading  each  year  at  least 
six  serious  books.  He  stressed  also  the 
fact  that  the  Catholic  college  graduate  has 
an  obligation  to  make  her  influence  felt 
upon  the  community  in  which  she  lives. 

The  -degrees  conferred  on  the  occasion  of 
the  -first  commencement  were  signed  by  the 
late  Sister  S implied a Dailey,  then  presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  by  Sister  Eleanor 
Nash,  the  dean.
